Quarantine 

Twenty-four students of the 
Episcopal Academy. City Line and 
Berwick Rd.. Merion, have been 
placed under a 14-day quarantine 
following the development of a 
case of infantile paralysis in form 
three. 

The student. Walter Mankin. 15. 
549 County Club La M Manoa. was 
stricken on September 27. He is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Mankin. His two brothers. Rich- 
ard. 11. who attends Warden 
School in Philadelphia, and James 
six. who attends Manoa Elemen- 
tary School, have been placed un- 
der quarantine. The case is diag- 
nosed as light. 

John Mellen, 28. 213 Park Ter- 
race. Ardmore. was admitted to 
Bryn Mawr Hospital on Monday 
and his -^ase was diagnosed as 
polio. He is employed as a grinder 
for The Autocar Company. 

Robert J. Thomas, health offi- 
cer for Lower Merion Township, 
said on Wednesday that there 
would be no quarantining of Auto- 
car employees because the num- 
ber of cases among adults are so 
few. 

Thomas added that the polio 
was definitely on the wane as 
there have only been three cases 
in the township since the opening 
of schools and two of those have 
been adults. 



Famous Philadelphia 
Newspaperman Died 
At White Haven 




LAWRENCE F. FLICK, JR. 

Lawrence F. Flick, Jr., one of 
the best-loved newspaper men in 
Philadelphia, died Tuesday night 
at White Haven Sanatorium. He 
was 58. 

Son of one specialist in the 
treatment of tuberculosis and 
brother of another, he succumbed 
to that disease. Mr. Flick was city 
editor of the Evening Bulletin 
when, in August, 1943, he entered 
the sanatorium which was founded 
bv his father, the late Dr. Lawr- 
ence F. Flick. He received the 
most advanced medical .and sur- 
gical treatment and was believed 
well on the road to recovery. He 
planned to return next month to 
his home at Merion Rd. and 
Montgomery Ave.. Merion. Late 
Tuesday he suffered a severe

Tuition Will Cost 
NarberA$38,000 

Increase $13,000 
For High Pupils 
Over Last Year 

Tuition for the 205 Narberth 
students attending Lower Merion 
Senior and Junior High School 
this year will cost the Narberth 
School Board approximately $38,- 
000. 

Last year it only cost the School 
Board $25,000. 

The Lower Merion School Board 
raised the tuition to comply with 
regulations of the State Depart- 
ment of Education in fixing tuition 
rates. Also, the Lower Merion 
board claimed, higher rates were 
necessary to meet increased costs 
of education in the high schools. 

Last vear Narberth was paying 
about $125 for each of their high 
school students and this year the 
School Board will have to pay 
$191,93 for its junior high stud- 
ents and $181.41 for its senior 
high students. 

Most of the cost of the increased 
tuition will be met by an addi- 
tional two mills tax which was 
passed by the School Board this 
Summer. The new tax will bring 
in $10,000. 

From Narberth 150 students are 
attending Senior High School and 
55 Junior High School. 

Part of the tuition paid by Nar- 
berth will be returned as a State 
tuition allotment. Before Nar- 
berth receives this allotment the 
new rates must be approved by 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion.

Loses Life After 
Falling Into Pool 

Funeral services for Dorothy 
Bunting. 3 ^-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs, Mifflin C. Bunting, 
504 Beechwood La.. Narberth. who 
drowned on Monday in a swim- 
ming pool, will be held on Friday 
at 2 P. M. at the home. Inter- 
ment will be private. 

Dorothy, who was playing with 
several playmates near the pool 
belonging to L. E, Lasch, 501 Con- 
way Ave.. Narberth, dropped her 
coat into the water. In trying to 
retrieve it she lost her balance 
and fell into the water. 

The other children ran in to 
tell Mrs. Lasch what had hap- 
pened Mrs. Lasch. who had not 
even known the children were near 
the pool, immediately telephoned 
the Lower Merion police. 

Following the accident Mrs. 
Lasch said from now on the gate 
through the six foot high fence 
which surrounds the pool will be 
kept locked at all times to prevent 
a recurrance of the tragedy. 

Hearing of the accident before 
the arrival of the police. Peter 
Knapp. 15, 505 Beechwood La., 
made seven dives in an attempt to 
rescue the child. He recovered the 
coat but was unable to find Doro- 
thy. Her body was recovered by 
Patrolman Leroy Peters. 

He and Patrolman John Mc- 
Keown administered artificial res- 
piration until the arrival of Police 
Surgeon C. A. Messner. She was 
taken to Bryn Mawr Hospital 
where she was pronounced dead 
on arrival by D*\ J P. Repetto. 

Coroner W. J. Rushong listed 
the death as accidental drowning. 

Surviving besides the parents is 
a brother, Miffln, Jr. The father 
is employed by the Bell Telephone 
Co.

McConnell Wants 
Ships Given To The 
Maritime Academies 

Congressman Samuel K. Mc- 
Connell, Jr., Penn Wynne, this 
week introduced an amendment to 
the ship disposal bills in the 
House of Representatives where- 
by ships may be lent by the U. S. 
Maritime Commission to the 
Pennsylvania Maritime Academy 
and other state maritime academ- 
ies. 

The ship disposal bill, officially 
termed the "Merchant Ship Sales 
Act of 1945." provides methods of 
disposing of the country's vast 
war-built merchant marine fleet. 
The bill was sponsored by the 
Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries, of which McConnell 
is a member. McConnell stated 
that the United States has come 
out of the war with more than 
5.000 ships totaling over 50.000,- 
000 tons of merchant shipping, far 
more than the rest of the world 
combined. 



Lower Merion Police 
Correct Defective 
Lighting 

More than 500 tags have been 
issued by Lower Merion police to 
motorists in a drive to correct ne- 
fective equipment on automobiles. 
?-■ The police drive is part of a 
general campaign to bring en- 
forcement up to the level that it 
was before the war. Because of the 
inability of motorists to obtain 
automotive parts and blackout 
regulations enforcement was 
lightened during the war. 

In a statement issued Tuesday 
Lower Merion police officials said 
that too many automobiles were 
operating with such degective 
equipment as one light, no rear 
light, glaring lights, steering 
shimmy and defective brakes. 

An attempt to enforce the law 
by warning motorists had been un- 
successful, they said. 

One light drivers, they said, will 
switch his lights to another beam 
and thus attempt to postpone hav- 
ing the defective ight repaced. 

In order to determine that de- 
fects are corrected the Lower Mer- 
ion Township police are using a 
post card form. The card is issued 
to the driver and indicates the 
equipment that is faulty. It must 
then be taken to an official in- 
spection station, within a reason- 
able time, and the mechanic will 
fill out the card, certifying that 
the necessary work has been com- 
pleted. 

The card is then mailed to police 
headquarters and checked against 
the duplicate on file. Failure to 
mail this card will result in a 
summons being issued for viola- 
tion of the Motor Vehicle Code.

Warns Boroughs to 
Protect Autonomy 

Municipal Expert 
Spoke Friday At 
Boroughs Meeting 



Harold F. Alderfer. director of 
the Bureau of Municipal Research 
in Harrisburg told the Montgom- 
ery County Boroughs Association 
last Friday that borough govern- 
ments must maintain their inde- 
pendence from State and National 
governments. 

"Borough governments face 
annihilation at the hands of 
spending governments," he de- 
clared. "By these means the 
State and National units encroach 
on our powers as we are often glad 
to get rid of the responsibilities of 
a function by giving it to an 
agency with more money avail- 
able. 

"But borough government has 
lasted for over a thousand years. 
It is a sound institution." 

He advised that certain func- 
tions of the local government 
should be stream-lined to keep up 
with modern trends and pointed 
out that this task is now under 
way with the proposed revision of 
the borough code. 

The speaker said boroughs must 
abtain additional revenue but not 
from real estate which is carrying 
the load at present. The State has 
made a start in this direction by 
allocating certain funds based on 
road mileage in the communities, 
he pointed out. 

"Local governments need more 
money as they face post-war prob- 
lems of sewage disposal, airport 
development and modern road- 
ways," the speaker added. 

Alderfer was introduced by 
Philip C. Pendleton, chairman of 
the program committee. 

Leland Hovey, president, di- 
rected the meeting attended by 
approximately 40 officials of vari- 
ous County borough. The session 
was held at Norristown City Hall. 




Negotiations for the new con- 
tract between the union and man- 
agement have been going on since 
the expiration of the old contract 
on August 25.

To the youth of Narberth the 
Pike was the core of the coke 
crowd. It was known as one of 
the most colorful collection points 
for the younger set. 

The famed jitterbug soda bar 
and restaurant located near the 
intersection of Old Gulph Rd. and 
Montgomery Ave., has been torn 
down, a victim of the march of 
progress. The busy establishment 
which used to be packed all hours 
of the night and day is nothing 
but a hole where the cellar used 
to be. 

Operated for 13 years by Daniel 
B. Ely. 103 Dudley Ave., Narberth. 
the Pike' catered to the younger 
set. Those who have been to it 
will not forget the picturesque 



booths which lined both sides of 
the area used for dancing to juke- 
box music. These booths were 
named after local high schools, 
and every available inch of the 
space inside and out and including 
the tables and the benches, was 
deeply carved with the initials of 
those who had used the booths at 
some time or other. 

On the other half of the lower 
floor there was a long soda bar, 
with tables and chairs, while up- 
stairs was yet another room de- 
voted largely to dancing. 

The * entire establishment, to- 
gether with adjoining Sinclair 
Building, has been purchased by 
the Gulf Oil Company. The Sin- 
clair station has been changed 
over to the Gulf, and the Com- 
pany anticipates constructing a 
modem auto accessories store and 
filling station when the materials 
are available.

Eighty -four percent of the res- 
idents of the Philadelphia area are 
eager for the United States to feed 
the war victims in other countries, 
according to a poll just taken by 
the Pennsylvania League of Wom- 
en Voters. 

They are willing to have their 
own rations reduced for this pur- 
pose. 

"The results of this poll are 
in direct contradiction to the atti- 
tude of some public officials that 
'people won't stand for any further 
rationing', said Mrs. Ralph A. 
Young. First vice-president of the 
Pennsylvania League of Women 
Voters. 

"The people of this country, 
upon the evidence of the war, are 
convinced that our own welfare is 
tied up with the rest of the world, 
that choas cannot be quarantined, 
and they insist on a farsighted, 
realistic view of what we must do 
now to hasten economic recovery. *• 

That people do use the OPA 
"ceiling lists was shown by replies 
to the next question. 32 percent 
said they checked prices by the 
lists. 57 percent said they some- 



times did: 31 percent said they 
did not use the lists. 

Eighty-six percent thought "The * 
black market could ultimately de- 
stroy the price control mechanism 
and bring about uncontrolled in- 
flation." 

Eighty-four percent of those 
questioned felt the shopper was 
the one to put the black market 
out of business most quickly. 

In conducting the poll, members 
of the League of Women Voters 
interviewed people in their homes, 
en street corners, in railway sta- 
tions. Among those questioned 
were housewives, ministers, engi- 
neers, grocers, butchers, executives, 
farmers, teachers, students, clerks, 
lawyers, beauticians, maids, bank- 
ers, government workers, soldiers, 
retailers, draftsmen, electricians, 
chore boys, unskilled workers. 

To the question /Would you be 
willing to have your own rations 
cut if necessary to help feed the 
hungry war victims?" 84 percent 
answered "Yes"; 10 percent "No"; 
6 percent undecided.

The Newspaper World 
Loses a Great Man 

There was something especially tragic in the fact 
that Lawrence F. Flick, Jr., of Merion, should have died 
during National Newspaper Week. We know of no man 
in Philadelphia who has made a greater contribution 
to the profession. 

Lawrence Flick was one of those exceptional news- 
paper men who had not only an active and nimble 
mind in assembling and arranging the facts of a story, 
but a master's touch as well for feeling its essence. 
What so many of us strive for in presenting the emo- 
tional content of a story Larry seemed to know by 
native bent and instinct. 

The many stories he wrote over a quarter of a 
century had balance, poise and strength. They hung- 
together, as newspaper men say. They were never over- 
done and they seemed always to possess the right words 
in the right places to give them both movement and 
color. 

Even during the long illness to which he suc- 
cumbed Larry never seemed to lose his zest for living 
nor the twinkle m his eye. Larry loved newspaper peo- 
ple with the same warmth of feeling he had for the 
stories he wrote. 

Aside from his work, his hobby — if you could 
call it that — was to be a father confessor for the news- 
paper men and women who needed his thoughtful ad- 
vice. For in the city room, amid the clatter of type- 
writers and conversation, he was never too busy to tilt 
back his chair and listen to someone else's troubles. 
Whether the stones you w T rote were being tossed aside 
by the city desk; whether you wanted to start a news- 
paper of your own or whether you suffered bodily ills 
or spiritual sorrows Larry was always ready to listen. 

Although he always did his work well, there was 
one assignment for which he had no taste. His great 
ability brought him to the top of his profession and to 
the semi-executive position of city editor. But he never 
liked to be boss; to call the boys down and to drop the 
intimate fraternization with those with whom he 
worked. If necessary, he could be stern; but he prefer- 
fered to be warm and conversational. As editor it took 
all the moral courage he had to fire a m#n. 

He was so human a craftsman, such a creative 
artist in his own field that he was never at his best as 
an executive. 

There are many elements that go into the mak- 
ing of a newspaper, but the foundation stone is the 
telling of the story. In this Lawrence Flick was a 
master craftsman.

hemorrhage and lapsed into a 
coma. He died without regaining 
consciousness. 

Mr. Flick was bom in Phila- 
delphia, attended St. Joseph's 
Prep school and was graduated 
from St, Joseph's College. He de- 
cided upon law as a career, and 
enrolled at the University of 
Pennsylvania Law School. 

But aiter completing three 
years there, he decided that news- 
paper work was his profession. 
He took his first full-time news- 
paper job with the old Philadel- 
phia Times. 

There followed jobs with The 
Record, the old Evening Ledger, 
and the Evening Bulletin. He left 
the latter paper to become editor 
of The Miraculous Medal, a Cath- 
olic religious publication. 

In September, 1934, Mr. Flick 
rejoined The Record's staff as a 
rewrite man. A little over a year 
later he was named city editor 
and on May 20. 1937, he became 
an assistant managing editor. He 
left The Record in August, 1939, 
to become The Bulletin's city edi- 
tor. 

Mr. Flick was a solidly built 
man, with mild blue eyes, an ami- 
able manner and an engaging 
smile. But his newspaper reputa- 
tion was built upon much more 
solid ground than his easy-going 
manner, and the efforts he made 
to teach "cubs" the ins and outs 
of the newspaper business. 
Wrote Many Top Stories 

Larry, as his associates called 
him. was a cracker jack rewrite 
man. During his long career he 
handled many of the top stories, 
frequently writing them under 
pressure to meet a deadline. 

His style was easy, clear and 
concise, but no matter how great 
the pressure, he never lost his 
amiable manner, though he might 
increase the speed of his gum- 
chewing, a habit he formed early 
in his career. 

He rt had a keen aptitude for fit- 
ting descriptive names and phrases 
to characters in the criminal news. 
The "Pig-Woman" of the Hall- 
Mills case was attributed to him. 
Another was the "Kiss of Death 
Woman" he applied first to a 
woman in the notorious arsenic 
murder ring cases in this citv. 
There were many others that fell 
from Flick's typewriter. 

He wrote also for fiction maga- 
zines, especially murder mysteries. 
and put in much spare time in 
writing for and advising on reli- 
gious publications. Even in the 
sanatorium, his typewriter was his 
constant roommate. There lie 
wrote letters which were treasured

So the Upper Darby-Haverford 
High football game on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day will not be played at 
Villanova College stadium after 
all! A lot of friends and alumni 
of both schools aren't going to 
like it, because many of them just 
wdh't have a chance to see the 
game. There won't be room. 

* * * 

The game for several years now 
has' outgrown the school athletic 
plans. Haverford officials have 
recognized this fact, have tried to 
do something about it. but Upper 
Darby refuses to go along. It be- 
ing Haverford's home game this 
year, the game was tentatively 
scheduled for Villanova, but when 
the change in site was officially 
suggested Upper Darby politely 
turned thumbs down. 

* * * 

Upper Parby officials insist 
that when the game was first 
transferred to Thanksgiving 
about 15 years ago that an 
agreement was made that it 
would always be played at the 
athletic fields of the two schools. 
Another Upper Darby argument 
is said to be that they are try- 
ing to promote the erection of 
a new stadium and that if the 
inability to handle present 
crowds is proven they have a 
good chance of getting it. The 
transfer of the big games to 
Villanova, they point out, would 
indicate that a larger athletic 
plant is not needed. 

* * * 

It is also reported that one Up- ; 
per Darby official shrugged off the 
idea of playing at Villanova by 
saying that his people didn't want 
the game changed. We don't know 
how many people he was profess- 
ing to speak for other than him- 
self, but we'd be willing to wager 
most any amount that a poll of 
Upper Darby followers and alumni 
would overwhelmingly demand the 
transfer. 

* * * 

You're probably wondering why, 
it being Haverford's home game, 
Haverford officials just don't take 
the game to Villanova and tell 
Upper Darby to like it or lump it? 
Well, in the first place you can't 
very well force someone to do 
something they don't want to do, 
and Haverford officials, to their 
everlasting credit, just wouldn't 
thing of doing things that way. 
» * * 
They recognize, as do most 
fans, that the Haverford-Upper 
Darby rivalry, while extremely 
intense, is unusual in that it has 
always been on the most friend- 
ly and sane basis. Haverford 
officials won't press the Villa- 
nova issue because they want re- 
lations with Upper Darby to re- 
main that way. 

* * ♦ 

Yet while they won't publicly 
say so, insiders insist Haverford 
people are quite irked over Upper 
Darby's uncompromising attitude 
and refusal to give the public more 
consideration. 

* * * 

The attendance at Haverford's 
first two home games was double 
what it usually is. All the 3,000 
seats were filled Saturday and 
hundreds had to stand. That was 
just for an early season game, not 
even a Big Six affair, so you can 
imagine what it'll be like Thanks- 
Riving Day. 

+ * * 

Prom this Turkey Day classic 
there will be approximately 4,000 
seats available, but scarcely 2,000 
will be available for Haverford 
fans, and most of these will go to 
students. Bach school is allowed 
to sell tickets only for seats on its 
own side of the field. Upper Darby 
brings its portable seats here, 
numbers them and sells tickets 
for same. When the game is played 
at Upper Darby. Haverford lugs 
its stands down there under the 
same arrangement. 

* * * 

This lugging of stands back 
and forth, with its unavoidable 
damage and wear and tear, is an 
argument in itself for taking the 
game at Villanova. Not to say 
anything of the unfairness to 
the loyal Haverford or Upper 
Darby rooter who follows the 
team al lyear, only to miss out 
on tickets or a seat for the big 
game. 

* * * 

Haverford fans are indebted to 
Principal Oscar Granger and Ath- 
letic Director Allie Cornog for their 
good sense and thoughtfulness in 
trying to move the game so all 
who preferred to see the game 
would be able to do so. 

* * * 

If they are convinced transfer 
of the game to Villanova is out of 
the question, they should immedi- 
ately take the necessary steps to 
have permanent stands in stalled 
on the vlstors* side of the Haver- 
ford gridiron and possibly on one 
of the ends. This probably would 
be impossible this year, but should 
be feasible by next season and 
surely no later than 1947. 

* * * 

Stands capable of seating at 
least 6,000 will not be too large 
ten years hence. Anything less 
wfll be rapidly outdated. 

* * * 

But until it is possible to en- 
large the facilities at the schools, 
common sense dictates that the 
logical site for the game is spa- 
cious Villanova College stadium. 

* • * 

Upper Darby has often moved 
its big basketball games to Villa- 
nova or Penn's Palestra in years 
past. Where is the logic of not 
making a similar move in foot- 
ball?

Norristown Loses to 

Red and Gold 

Team, 20-6 

Haverford HiRh's football team 
will stand right up there with the 
best of 'em this year. 

The Fords proved their calibre 
in no uncertain terms when they 
bowled over a heavy, highly re- 
garded Norristown High eleven to 
the almost amazing score of 20 to 
6 at Brookline last Saturday. 

Norristown was expected to be 
a tougher foe than Abington, yet 
the Fords were so well pointed and 
keyed for the game that their per- 
formance against the Eagles was 
more brilliant and satisfying than 
the 20-0 opening day triumph over 
the Ghosts. 

Thus, Haverford takes the road 
for the first time this Friday des- 
tined to be an overwhelming fa- 
vorite when it tackles Cheltenham 
High at Elkins Park. However, this 
third game figures to be the let- 
down game and the coaches are 
concerned that the Panthers may 
be taken too much for granted. 

Not much is known about Chel- 
tenham other than it has a fairly 
green team and that it managed 
to defeat Dobbins Vocational High, 
13-7, in its opener last week. How- 
ever, the Panthers, who bowed, 
12-0, to the Fords last year, sel- 
dom have been easy on their own 
field and the fact that their coach- 
es, Dutch Lehman and Lard Cun- 
ningham, personally were able to 
scout Haverford last week indi 
cates that the York Roaders 
should be well prepared for Haver 
ford's formidable aerial attack. 

It was this overhead magic that 
led to the rather thorough defeat 
of Norristown. in the opening min 
utes — Haverford's fifth play from 
scrimmage, in fact — Jim Hess 
started on what appeared to be an 
end run, then suddenly halted and 
fired a perfect 34-yard pass to Bob 
McCausland all by his lonesome 
off to the left and the lanky end 
needed only trot two yards for 
the first touchdown. Then co-cap- 
tain Kim Billings, who played an- 
other outstanding game at guard, 
placekicked the extra point to put 
the Eagles behind the 8-ball — and 
good! 

Later in the same period two 
Hess passes, the first to Charlie 
Bray, the second to Ned Brown- 
ley, helped speed along a 58-yard 
touchdown drive which was ignit- 
ed by a 30-yard run by Bray and 
a 10-yard scamper by Brownley 
and which was capped by Bray 
going across from the two for the 
touchdown. This time Billings' 
kick was blocked by Norristown's 
Charlie Hood, but the crowd of 
better than 3.000 cared little be- 
cause the 13-0 lead looked awfully 
good. 

Most cheering of the * entire 
game was the way the subs went 
to town when Coach Stinson start- 
ed removing his regulars when 
they started to shown signs of 
slowing up from the heat and the 
hard hitting of the visitors. Most 
of the subs were in the lineup 
when co-captain Jack Gilligan, al- 
ways the johnny-on-the-spot, in- 
tercepted a pass to check a Nor- 
ristown advance on the Haverford 
25. 

Shortly thereafter. Dick Wil- 
liams pulled down a Norristown 
pass and raced 18 yards to Norris- 
town's 32 before being downed. 
Williams passed 10 yards to Chuck 
Geiges and another pass, Giuliani 
to Kelly, put the ball on the two. 
However. Norristown held on the 
one for downs. 

Undaunted. Williams returned 
Hood's behind-the-goal put 19 
next play Higgins circled left end 
yards to the 21, and on the very 
for the third touchdown.

Norristown came back with lots 
of pep after the intermission and 
soon marched 68 yards for its 
touchdown.
